Since writing sy letter of 23 June 1951, Qexurel Ruebner 
returned end left with ne a copy of Lt. Colonel Cantrell « a waoo- 
rendua of 13 June 1951, of which I understand you have a cow-, 
referring to the JCS paper of 28 March 1951 about placing 
esphaald on operations for the retardation of Soviet advowee in 
Western Europe after D-Day. General Buebner also told ne tf hi * 
oonveraatlona with General will l an e on this general subject. In 
view of this, I held up ay letter to you in order to have anoth er 
look at the problem and also in the hope that in the mnntlnt the 
MSC would taka eone definite stand on the subject. The paper pro- 
poeed for adaption bj r the MSO, and which Instructs CU to place 
major aaphasls on its various activities directed toward a 
euoeeasful outcoae of the odd war rather than upon actual prep- 
arations for a hot war, will probably be under oonsideration for 
some weeks bar the Joint Chiefs, so that we my not have an early 
answer to our problem. 

Of course this does not mean that we should not engage la 
Joint planning and, where our resouroos and capabilities permit, 
prepare for action which would work toward retarding any Soviet 
advance. In fact, we are already trying to do thin. It is only 
a question of tho proper une of our resource#, which are not 
adequate to oovur fbUy all the tasks assigned us.
